To Comer With Com- 
mittee and Inspect Sites. 


Dr. Rudolph Hering, the New York 
sanitary expert, arrived in Atlanta yes- 
terday morning and will hold a con- 
ference this morning at 11 o’clock with 
the finance committee of council in 
regard to the first expenditure of the 
bond money for the building of the 
three sewer disposal plants, 

Dr. Hering has with him the ful! 
plans for the three plants and he and 
City Engineer Clayton’ will ‘submit 
them to the finance committee and the 
bond commission at once. 

The arrival of the expert in the 
city means that the actual] work of 
building the disposal plants on Peach- 
tree creek, Proctor creek and Intrench- 
ment creek will soon begin. 

If the plans are satisfactory, bids 
will be advertised for immediately and 
the work of construction begins at 
as early a date as possible. 

Enough of the bonds for sewers and 
disposal plants have been sold to be- 
gin~the work and more bonds will be 
disposed of as the money is needed. 

Will Make Inepection. 

Dr. Hering will visit the sites for the 
plants while he is in the city and with 
the city engineer will go a second time 
over the three routes for the inter- 
cepting sewers which will connect the 
present sewer outfalls with the plants 
for the purpose of discussing any 
ehanges that may be deemed expedi- 
ent. 

As was stated in The Constitution 
last week, the city engineer says he 
has been pushing the work of’ secur- 
ing rights-of-way for the intercepting 
sewers rapidly as possible, and nuw 
that the sanitary expert has come with 
the plans, he will see that no time is 
lost from now on.

10,000 AUTOMOBILES? 


Number Has Dwindled to 3,800

The 10,000 Georgia-owned automo- 
biles, which was the number estimated 
by the men who urged the recent law 
requiring state registration of autos, 
have dwindled down to a mere 3,800. 
At least that is the number of applic:3- 
tions made to the secretary of state 


‘for number tags. 


Up to this time it. has been thought 
that Georgia was overrun with autos. 
The man who sald there were 8,000 or 
10,000 buzz wagons in the state was 
considered very conservative. By oth- 
ers the number was placed as high as 
12,000 or 15,000. But only 3,300 have 
registered. If there are any others 
who have not given themselves up, 
they had better come in and surrender, 
for the law requiring registration has 
been in effect since September 1. Sa- 
vannah leads Atlanta in the number of 
applications for number plates, having 
701 autos to 600 reported in Atlanta.

The history of the cage, in brief, is 
this: 

History ef the Case. 

Some years ago Mr. Motley, of New 
York, filed a suit in the state court, 
in which he contended he is the holder 
of $20,000 par value of the stock in the 
Georgia Pacific, and under reorganiza- 
tion of the Georgia Pacific he was en- 
titled to $10,000 of stock in the South- 
ern. The railroad company removed 
this to the federal court, where a plea 
to the jurisdiction was filed. The case 
was docketed by the clerk of the fed- 
eral court on the equity side of the 
court. Now it happens that in the gtate 
court equity and common law all in 
one court, and in both the common law 
phraseology is used. In the United 
States court common law phraseology 
is @ntirely different from equitable 
phraseology. The defendant contended 
that the case should be dismissed, but 
the plaintiff contended that he should 
be allowed to reframe his pleadings to 
comply with the federal court rules. 
The court thereupon passed an order 
reciting that the case’ was properly 
filed in the state court, and that plain- 
tiff was entitled to change his plead- 
ings to comply with United States 
It was by reason of this 
order that the pleading referred to 
was filed Wednesday. Mr. Motley’s 
pleadings as filed set up that the Geor- 
gia Pacific and Richmond and Danville 
and allied properties were put in the 
hands of the receiver and sold by the 
court. Mr. Motley further contends 
that a reorganization committee was 
formed for the purpose of buying in 
the properties.

TAKE STEP VOLUNTARILY 


Notice Posted on Bulletin 
Board Some Time Before At- 
tention of Men Was Attracted 
and Its Meaning Dawned on 
Them---Arkwright Tells Why 
Action Was Taken. 


Nine hundred motormen and cone 
ductors of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company were given a most 
egreeable surprise yesterday afternoon 
through an announcemeht posted on 
the bulletin board at transportation 
headquarters, 72 Piedmont avenue, 
that a new wage scale, increasing their 
wages 1 cent an hour all along the 
line, had Seen adopted by the officérs 
and directors of the company. 

The increase was all the more agree- 
ble by reason of the fact that it came 
unsolicited by the men. 

The new scale, effective October 1, 
is as follows: 

During the first three months, as 
motorman or conductor, 16 cents per 
hour; second three months, 17 cents 
per hour; second six months, 18 cents 
per hour; second year, 19 cents per 
hour; third year, 21 cents per hour: 
fourth year, 22 cents per hour, and fifth 
year and thereafter, 23 cents per hour. 
The average time made per day by 
motorm@n and conductors is about 
eleven hours. 

Under the former wage scale the 
pay of these employees was 1 cent per 
hour less than the above figures. 

Big Advance Over 1902. 

The maximum pay under the new 
scale ig 8 cents per hour more than the 
men were receiving in 1902, when the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company 
was organized. Since 1902 the wages 
of the motormen and conductors have 
been raised several times, the last in- 
crease having been made September 1, 
1907. In each instance where the 
wages have been raised, it was done 
without solicitation on the part of the 
men. 7 

In speaking of the increased wages 
for the men, President «reston 8S. Ark- 
wright said: 

“The motormen and conductors of 
this Company are a hard working and 
loyal set of employees. As the city 
grows, the business of the company 
grows, and the work of the men be- 
comes more and more difficult to per- 
form. This company appreciates the 
efficient service of its motormen and 
conductors and the interest they take 
In their work, and as an evidence of 
such appreciation, makes this increase 
in the rate of their wages. 

“They deserve the increase, and 
therefore dind not have to ask for it. It 
will cost the company about $25,000 
per year to meet this increase is 
the wage scale.”

Mr. Bennett's persistent campaign for 
the nomination for governor led to 
a second conference after thé slate had 
been agreed upon this morning. The 
convention was adjourned in the mid- 
die of the afternoon and the leaders 
canvassed the field once more in the 
idea that they might decide upon an 
up-state man who would receive the 
united vote of the delegation. Colone) 
Roosevelt asked Mr. Bennett to with- 
draw, but the congressman refused to 
do 80. 

Colonel Roosevelt and Senator Root, 
the main figures in the conference, de- 
cided to stand by their slate, and 
the ‘colonel agreed to make the nomi- 
nating speech, in place of Otto T. Ban- 
nard, of New York, who had been ge- 
lected originally. 

Roosevelt’s Last Speech, 

Kingsbury Foster, nominated Mr. 
Bennett and after the nomination had 
been’ seconded, Roosevelt went to the 
platform to make his last-speech of 
the convention. He began by saying 
that he had held Mr. Bennett in high 
regard, but that he believed Mr. Stim- 
son to be the proper nominee. He told 
of what Mr. Stimson has done as pros- 
ecutor of the sugar trust and as he 
finished his speech the delegates stood 
up and cheered, 

In response to reports that he had 
been in communieation with William 
R. Hearst since he came to Saratoga 
and that he and Mr. Hearst had formed 
an alliance for the coming campaign, 
Colonel Roosevelt issued this state- 
ment: 

“Il have not communicated with Mr. 
Hearst or any one else Outside of the 
ccnvention and the candidates we have 
considered here today have been dis- 
cussed purely upon, their own merits 
und without referehce t¢ Mr. Hearst 
or anyone else.” 

Sketch Nominee for Governor, 

Henry Lewis Stimson first came 
prominently into the public eye as 
United States district attorney for the 
southern distr.ct of New York, a post 
to which he was appointed by Theo- 
dore Roosevelt in January, 1906. 

In his three years and two months in 
office, Mr. Stimson prosecuted the so- 
called sugar trust and the New York 
Central railroad for rebating and se- 
cured the imposition of fines aggre- 
gating nearly $400,000. 

The proceeding to compel the late 
Edward H. Harriman to answer ques- 
tions put to him by the interstate 
commeree commission, was also won by 
Mr. Stimson and his next court victory 
was against the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company, for fraud in weigh- 
ing imported sugar. .This case resui't- 
ed in the government recovering more 
than $2,000,000 in duties from the trust. 

Mr, Stimson is 43 years old, having 
been born in New York city, September 
21, 1867. 

He graduated from Yale in 1888, then 
studied law at Harvard ang in 1890 be- 
gan the practice of law tn New York 
city. He is married and is a member 
of a number of clubs. 

Edward Schoeneck, mayor of Syra- 
cuse, the nominee for lieutenant gov- 
ernor, was born in that city on Au- 
gust, 6, 75. He is a graduate of 
Syracuse University College of Law 
and is a member of the law firm of 
Bond & Schoeneck, in his home city.

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AUTHORITIES ARE BLIND: 
TIGERS SEE, SAYS PREACHER 


Albany, Ga., September 28.—(Spe- 
éial.)—Since the grand jury serving in 
Dougherty superior court began its 
grind it has been engaged principally 
on jail cases, and is understood not yet 
to have taken up the investigation of 
alieged violations of the prohibition 
law, which, it is understood, will oc- 
cupy a very large part of the grand 
jury’s time during this week and next, 

As was stated in a former report to 
The Constitution, the temperance forces 
in Dougherty county are going to make 
@ strong effort to make a breach in 
the ranks of the blind tigers before the 
present session cf the superior court 
ends. : 

A sermon which Rev. I. P. Tyson, 
pastor of the First Methodist church, 
preached to his congregation has cre- 
ated a stir among city and county offi- 
cialdom, though it does not yet appear 
whether anything in the nature of a 
reply will be made. Rev. Mr. Tyson 
charged that the law against the sale 
of intoxicating liquurs is openly and 
flagrantly violated in Albany; that the 
officials of both city and county are 
hand-in-glove with the blind tigers, 
and make no effort to enforce the pro- 
hibition statute. Here is a sample of 
the preacher's language: 

“In some places the tigers are blind 
and the authorities have eyes, but here 
the authorities are blind and the 
tigers have eyes. I doubt not that the 
authorities know where every one of 
these blind tigers is. If they do not, 
it is because they have not attempted 
to find out. I doubt not that some of 
these authorities quench their thirst 
at the springs of these tigers. Not 
only this, but, as an evidence that there 
is no effort and no desire on the part 
of the authorities to enforce the law, 
when the tigers have been caught and 
confessed their guilt they have been 


dealt with so gently as to make a 
mockery of justice.” 

Mr. Tyson declared that the local 
authorities seemed to glory in the rep- 
utation which they were securing for 
Albany—that it is next to the “widest 
open” town in Georgia, he putting 
Savannah-in first place. Continuing, he 
said: 

“In three places on Broad street, be- 
tween Washington streetand the river, 
I have seen crowds of negroes con- 
gregated, and a white man, who I sup- 
pose was the proprietor or bartender, 
playing pool or billiards with them. 
Such places ought to be dynamited and 
blown out of existence. And if the city 
is to license beer saloons, it should de- 
mand some decency.” 

The preacher said a great deal more 
which was on the same line, and his 
sermon has been the talk of the town. 
The temperance people say he has not 
overdrawn the picture of conditions. 
The officers say he has greatly exag- 
gerated the cage, though it is not de- 
nied that evils exist. 

Judge Frank Park charged the jury 
strongly on the prohibition statute, and 
there is a feeling aboad in the county 
that there is going to be “something 
doing’”’ in the grand jury room before 
the end of the week.

Finance Committee Wroth 
Over Way in Which Mon- 
ey Has Been Used.

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HIGH COURT SUSTAINS 
VERDICT FOR $11,000 


The court of appeals, 
handed down yesterday in the case of 
the Southern railway v. Ansley, sus- 
tained the judgment of the lower 
court, which awarded F. H. Ansley, 
an engineer on the Southern railway, 
$11,000 damages for injuries received 
while In the performance of his du- 
ties as an engineer. . 

Ansley lost a leg in a head-on col- 
lision, sued and recovered judgment 
for $11,000. The railroad company 
sought to set aside the judgment on 
the ground that the case was brought 
under the laws of Alabama, whereas 
the train which caused the accident 
was a train engaged in interstate com- 
merce, and hence suit should have 
been brought under the employers’ 
liability law, passed by congress. 

In discussing this point, Judge Rus- 
sell, who rendered the decision of the 
court, said that mere error does not 
constitute grounds for a new trial; 
but it must be shown that the error 
was an injury to the complainant, or 
affected some of his rights. He said: 

“Even if the employers’ liability act 
superseded the Alabama statute, the 
defendant's writ of error does not pre- 
sent such a case as would entitle it 
to the reversal of the judgment re- 
fusing a new trial.”

GERMANY’S UNJUST EXPOR1 DUTIES. 


It is difficult for an American to understand the basis on which 
Germany seeks to defend the burdensome export duty recently 
levied on potash salts sold in the United States for use in the manu- 
facture of commercial fertilizers. 

The law bears with particular oppressiveness upon mixers of 
fertilizers and, indirectly, upon all southern farmers who use fer- 
tilizers. > 

In the Federal constitution there is an injuriction which denies 
to any state the right to pass any law impairing the obligation of 
contracts. Accepting this basic principle of law making, Americans 
can have little sympathy with the action of the German Reichstag, 
which violates contracts made by its citizens with citizens of foreign 
countries. _ 

The law just passed imposes an export duty of over 100 per 
cent. of the value of the potash salts. This means that contracts 
made covering a period of seven years, have been totally changed 
by law. : 

é Suppose this government should retaliate by levying an export 
duty on COTTON? 

The German export duty on an article which is a necessary in- 
gredient in the mixing of commercial fertilizers, is as unreasonable 
and despotic as though congress should impose an export duty on 
cotton after contracts for its sale abroad had been completed. 

The matter is of such importance to American interests, partic- 
ularly in the south, and to the farmers of this section, that every 
reasonable effort should be put forth by the state department and 
Ambassador Hill to have the vague, ifidefinite, oppressive and un- 
economic law repealed. 

No one knows the precise meaning of the measure, nor the ex- 
tent of the latitude allowed the executive body of the imperial gov- 
ernment, which is chatged with the interpretation and enforcement 
of the tax act. 

In accordance with a resolution passed at the recent meeting 
of the Fertilizer Mixers’ Association of Georgia, held in Atlanta, a 
committee composed of J. L. Hand, R. C. Neely, Isaac Schoen and 
A. D. Strohbar, are in Washington this week to urge the claims of 
southern purchasers of potash salts from Germany, upon the at- 
tention of Secretary of State Knox. 

The question is one of national interest, sincé it affects every 
American farmer who uses commercial fertilizers and affects the 
greatest.crop we ship abroad. 

The result of the diplomatic negotiations already entered into 
by our state department, will be awaited with interest and con- 


cern. 
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JUDGE BROYLE’S ADMINISTRATION. 


Elsewhere The Constitution publishes a letter from Attorney 
Marion M. Jackson, commending various progressive features in 
the police court administration of Judge Nash R. Broyles, in which 
we can heartily concur. 

Mr. Jackson shows that it has been the policy of Judge Broyles, 
so far as ordinances and laws now in force allow him, to dispense 
justice in such manner as to reconstruct the fallen and frail human- 
ity with which his court is called upon continually to deal. 

It has always been The Comnstitution’s contention, as remarked 


| by Mr. Jackson, that the function of the courts, the recorder’s among

them, should be corrective rather than punitive. 

Judge Broyles has himself subscribed to and practiced this 
theory, though, as was pointed out in a recent editorial in this paper, 
the inadequate and archaic ordinances and laws now of effect often 
impose a large handicap upon his freedom of action. 

No one recognizes this obstacle to progress more clearly than 
Judge Broyles. He has repeatedly drawn the attention of council to 
the fact that the reformative feature of his administration was ham- 
pered by lack of authority and inflexibility of statute, and urged 
various modifications. It was at his instigation that council re- 
cently appointed a committee to investigate the situation, as applied 
to the jurisdiction of his court, with a view to recommending 
changes, the imperativeness of which had already been indicated by 
the recorder.

GAYNOR AND THE NOMINATION. 


It is likely Mayor William J. Gaynor will gain, rather than lose, 
prestige by his declination to accept the democratic gubernatorial 
nomination in New York state. 

In the present disorganized state of the republican party the 
chances are strong, that he could have been elected as governor. 
Once seated at Albany his own course would have determined to 
what extent his presidential chances would have been enhanced. 

Mayor Gaynor has set this tempting series of possibilities 
aside, and chosen to retain the arduous task of administering the 
affairs of Greater New York. He gives as his reasons, that he 
cannot gain his own consent to abandon the men he has appointed 
to office in the metropolis, or to leave the work itself, at a stage 
that is little more than preliminary. 

His example is rathet unique in politics. The majority of of- 
fice-holders do not hesitate to leave one task unfinished, to assume 
another in which the glory or the opportunity appears greater. 
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THE CONGRESSIONAL REAPPORTIONMENT. 


Disaster is written large all over the landscape for the regular 
republicans this year. Almost every election day that passes brings 
reasons for further regrets and woeful lamentations. 

The certainty that the democrats will elect the next house, car- 
ries pangs to more than the defeated candidate and his immediate 
constituents. Each decisive defeat of an “old guard” republican 
by a democrat or insurgent, is an event of national pith and mo- 
ment, 

For, if the democrats carry the next house, they will have 
charge of the reapportionment of the country under the thirteenth 
census, unless— 

Thé census bureau has so nearly completed the work of tabulat- 
ing the statistics of population as to enable congress to take up the 
task of reapportionment this winter. 
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looked, goes without saying. The census bureau will put on all 
pressure possible to show by December 1 exactly where the country 
stands in the matter of population. Then the solons will say whether 
the basis of ten years ago is to be retained, increased or decreased. 

In the reapportionment the old republican stronghold of New 
England is sure to find itself shorn of some of its power, actually 
or proportionately. The lower house of congress now numbers 391 
members under the basis of one representative for each 194,182 of 
population as fixed in 1900, 

The alternative to be faced is this: Either increase the basis 
and cut down the representatien from the little states; or continue 
the old basis of apportionment, and permit the south and west vastly 
increased representations. 

_ Vermont, which has been cut from 6 to 2 members; New Hamp- 
shire from 6-to 2, Maine from 7 to 4, Connecticut from 7 to 5, and 
Maryland from 9 to 6, may be counted upon to op with all the 
resources they can command, any further reduction. 

Of course, if the republicans should elect the next house, they 
would prefer to put off for a year the question of deciding what the 
membership of the national lawmaking body should be. But re- 
publican success se¢éms beyond the range of probability and the fight 
for party advantage may be expected to open on the very day the 
approaching session convenes.

The Recorder’s Court. 
Eiditor Constitution: A recent letter 
which appeared in your columns, your 


editorial of yesterday and the mention 
of an investigation of criminal pro- 
cedure and records in the récorder’s 
csurt with a view to improving the 
method of handling offenders who ap- 
pear there, leads me to call attention 
to facts of which I believe the ma- 
jvrity of your readers are ignorant. 

In spite of inadequate laws, the re- 
corder’s court is now and has for a 
long time been conducted to reform and 
build up, and not merely to send the 
the “drunk” to the stockade or to let 
him off with a fine. No man who ap- 
pears there need.-fear, if he has the 
slightest desire to be a man, and every 
effort is made to arouse the desire. He 
is given the opportunity and help, and 
not in the stockade or by fine, both to 
build himself up and to care _ for his 
family. The records of Probation Of- 
ficer Coogler will show that today 
there are many families supported and 
eared for, not by the city, nor «ge 
ity, Dut by fathers and husban who 
have been awakened to a sense of 
duty by the humane and sane way in 
which their cases are handled in the 
recorder’s court or of the probation of- 
show other cases were the support for 
children and wives is forthcoming from 
fathers and husbands, not from an 
awakened sense of duty, but because of 
the knowledge that no false sentimen- 
tality underlies the work either of the 
recorder’s court or of the probation of- 
ficer. In them the effort is never re- 
laxed to awaken the sense of obliga- 
tion, so that there may be no further 
fear of the law. Families, instead of 
being made objects of charity by that 
court, have been reunited, and aré to- 
day being suppfted by the men, who 
owe it, as the direct result of the wise 
administration of the law im the re- 
ecorder’s court.

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FROM THEIR TOIL 
WOMEN PAY FINES} 


Proposed Reform Would 
Reduce Suffering. 


Many Habitual Offenders, 
Whose Mothers, Wives and 
Daughters Pay F ines to Keep 
Them Out of Chain Gang. 
Practice to Be Broken Up. 


There is hardly a day or a night that 
passes but what some old mother, 
some wife or some young daughter 
does not go to the police station and 
pay out of her hard-earned and scanty 
money the amount of a fine for some 
man or youth who is a burden to his 
family, and who does nothing except 
loaf, drink or gamble. 

Now there is a movement on foot to 
have a law passed or to adopt some 
Plan which will prevent this practice, 
and save to these women the money 
they actually need for the necessaries 
of life, instead of permitting them to 
squander it on habitual offenders, un- 
worthy of the sacrifice they thus make. 

This is said to be only one of the 
features of a work that has been 
started to change the manner of con- 
ducting the police court so it can be 
madeto do more good to the unfortu- 
Mate. Wednesday morning Joseph C. 
Logan, general secretary of the Asso- 
ciated Charities, asked the finance com- 
mittee of council to appropriate $2,000 
for the work. 

Candidates Favor Change. 

There are five candidates for record- 
er, and they all favor some change in 
the workings of the, police court that 
will tend to make the court one that 
will correct evils as well as punish 
offenders, and all five candidates de- 
clare that good, hard-working women 
should not be permitted to pay out the 
money they have earned themselves for 
the fines of big, strapping men who 
are too lazy or dissolute to work and 
keep out of trouble. 

At nearly every session of the police 
court women can be seen in the au- 
dience waiting to pay the fine of some 
man or youth who hag been arrested, 
and most of these women are poor and 
earn their small income by working in 
factories or stores, or by sewing. They 
need every dollar for themselves and 
the little ones who are often depend- 
ent upon them for a living, and yet 
they pay out their earnings for the 
fines of men who ought to be at work 
taking care of them. 

There have been cases, and will con- 
tinue to be cases, unless the new law 
is made, in which women have mort- 
gaged their household goods and even 
sold their wearing apparel to get 
money with which to pay men’s fines 
in the police court. 

Children Made to Suffer. 

That is not all of the pitiful story. 
When the fines of these men are paid 
by women, little children are made to 
suffer for the want of proper clothing 
and food. 

This brings up another feature of 
the proposed changes in police court 
rules and laws. It is being proposed to 
take the fines in the court, or a part of 
them, and make them constitute a fund 
from which can be paid money to fam- 
ilies whose heads are working on the 
public streets in the city chaingang. 
For instance, suppose a man gets fined 
and, failing to pay the fine, goes to 
the stockade for thirty days. During 
that time, while he'is forced to give 
his labor for the city, his family is 
in want. It is therefore proposed to 
pay this family, say, $15, or at the rate 
of 50 cents a day, for the man’s labor. 
As this fund could be taken from the 
cash fines paid in, the plan would work 
no hardship on the city. Such a plan, 
or one very similar to it, is being tried 
in Washington, D. C., and is said to be 
a great saving to the city’s charity 
fund and a great blessing to the poor. 
Such a plan for Atlanta could well fol- 
low upon a law which would prohibit 
women paying men’s fines. 

As the candidates for recorder and 
many councilmen and other city offi- 
cials favor the law about the payment 
of fines by women, it seems probable 
that some action on the matter will 
be taken at an early date.

Man Who Killed Dr. Sewell 


May Die From 
Wound. 


William M. Cox, who is a patient at 
the Grady hospital from the self- 
‘inflicted wound he made immediately 
after shooting to death Dr. J. R. Sew- 
ell, on September 20, showed symptoms 
yesterday that made his attending -phy- 
siclans fear that he will be a victim 
of tetanus or lockjaw. 

Cox is not improving now as on the 
first few days after the tragedy, and 
while his condition is not alarming, 
the slight symptoms of approaching 
tetanus may result in complications 
that would bring on an awful death for 
him, 

It will not be known definitely unt 
an examination is made Thursday 
morning whether Cox will be a victim 
of the dnead disease ag the symptoms 
noted Wednesday were so slight ag to 
cause uncertainty. 

When Cox turned the revolver 
against his skull and pulled the trig- 
ger, aside from the fractureg skull, 
the fkésh was burned by the powder 
flash.’ As soon as he reached the hos- 
pital the‘antitoxine was injected as a 
precaution to ward off tetanus, and 
since then every precaution has been 
taken to prevent the complication.

RULE THE NATION 


Declares President Bar- 
rett, of Farmers’ Union. 


In Address to the Union, Mr. 
Barrett Points Out Opportu- 
nities of Youth---A Few Men 
Control Destinies of People, 
He Declares. 


Union City,Ga., September 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In amplifying his views recent- 
ly expressed regarding the personal re~ 
sponsibility of the farmer, Hon. Charles 
Barrett, president of the National 
Farmers’ Union, declares that the old 
ery that the “farmer is the backbone 
of the nation,” is but a partial stating 
of a truth, and in characteristic lan- 
guage emphasizes the responsibility of 
the farmer of today. 

Pointing out the opportunities or 
young men, Mr. Barrett declares that 


a very few men rule the destinies of 
the nation, 

President Barrett says: 

“To the Officers and Members of the 
Farmers’ Union: Many officers and 
members have asked me to amplify 
the views expressed last week regard- 
ing the personal responsibility of the 
farmer in the solution of the rural 
problem. No other sssue now before 
the American people equals this one in 
national significance. Upon its proper 
consideration depends the present and 
the future of America, from every an- 
gle of industry and citizenship. For the 
old demagogic cry that the farmer is 
the backbone of the nation’ is but the 
faint stating of a truth borne in upon 
our most candid thinkers today with 
sledge-hammer emphasis. 

“I spoke last week of the obligation 
of the farmer toward his children, in 
the Hine of giving them the best edu- 
cational facilities at his command and 
equipping them for the struggle of life 
that they might record yet more prog- 
ress over their parents. 


Educated Few Rule. 


“It is doubly important to discharge 
this obligation with fidelity, for the) 
reason that it is the educated few 
who rule in this or any other country. 

“You will hear it stated on every side 
that the majority dominates our gov- 
ernment. Analyze closely and you 
will fing it is not the majority. Our 
actual ruler is that comparitively smal 
host of trained brains and disciplined 
minds that have, first, learned self- 
government, and that have next ab- 
sorbed the true lessons of leadership 
and of general succtese in life. 

“The principle holds, whether under 
a republican, a monarchical or a des- 
potic form of government. 

“Area you going to fit your boy to 
be one of the rulers, or one of the 
great mass of the ruled? That Is one of 
the questfons you must face if you 
wish to do your just part in the solu- 
tion of the rural problem. 

“In educating your boy for leader- 
ship and for sane thinking, you are 
educating him for success in every 
other commercial activity. 

“Today there are more upportunities 
for the young man than ever in our 
history. Politicians to the contrary not- 
withstanding, the trusts have not 
closed fast the doors of opportunity. 
Every day business people in all lines 
ask me for young men who can and 
wil] do things. The cry everywhere 
is for young men who are willing to 
work. And ‘the young an is firat 
taucht the gospel of wora inside :n his 
own home. 

“No farmer’s duty ends, however, 
when he provides his family with the 
best facilities, and the best livelihood, 
possible to his means. For he must 
then consider his duty to his com- 
munity, and in so doing he must real- 
ize the truth of the Biblical saying 
that ‘no man liveth unto himself and 
no man dieth unto himself.’ That 
means that no matter how hard we 
try, we can’t get away from each 


other and that if we strive to do s0 
the penalty is stagflation for our- | 
selves and for those around us. The 
principle of cooperation began with 
the Garden of Eden and it is still on 
the job. . 

“T am an enthusiastic advocate of 
the ‘home mission’ idea in the solution 
of the rural problem, with every 
farmer as a home missionary. I be- 
lieve every man living was born with | 
more or less yearnings to reform 
somebody or something, to help some- | 
body or something. Well, the place to: 
exercise and encourage that instinct, 
is right in your own township, your 
own militia district, your own county. 


Selfishness Retards Progress. 


“I know it is human nature to get in 
a huff with those folks at the church, 
or the lodge; to become irritated or, 
pull out just because they didn’t see. 
fit to elect you deacon, or steward, | 
or Sunday school teacher or superin-| 
tendent, or that the preacher, or the 
president, or master of your lodge 
doesn’t suit you. Maybe you are the 
best man for the place, and maybe your. 
neighbors were mistaken in selecting | 
somebody else. But it isn’t going to: 


If you wait a little while, nine 
chances to one things will come right. 
And then, you know, maybe it’s your- 
self, after all, that is tn the wrong. 
Size up the thing honestly, search 
your own soul, and try to see honestly | 
whether or not you deserved such 
consideration at the hands of your! 
friends or neighbors. 

“Some men tell me they can’t get 
along with Bill Jones or Tom Smith 
or Jim Anybodyelse, or can't work 
with them for the benefit of the com- |.

My observation is that in | 
the great majority of cases they didn’t 
try hard enough to get along with 
Bill, Tom or Jim.

Hundreds of prominent business men 
of the south will meet here on October 
7 with the executive committee of the 
Southern Commercial Congress for the 
purpose of outlining the plans and pur-

body which is to be held in Atlanta 


»}in the spring. 


Governors of the.sixteen southern 
states embraced in the movement and 
the commissioners of the District of 
Columbia have been rekuested to ap- 
point at least ten of their leading busi- 
ness mg€n to attend this conference so 
that the plans adopted for carrying on 
the work of the congress may be plans 
approved by representative men from 
all sections of the south. Eleven of 
the sixteen governors have already 
made the appointments and many of 
the delegates have signified their in-' 
tention of coming to the conference. 

In addition, the leading commercial 
bodies of the south have been request- 
ed to have representatives present at 
the conference, and many of these have 
announced that they will be repre- 
sented. Further, the executive com- 
mittee of the congress itself has is- 
sued invitations to quite a large num- 
ber of the south’s mosc progressive 
business men, many of whom it is 
known will accept. 

On the whole, the conference here 
promises to be far larger than was at 
first expected, and jit is believed that 
the plans mapped out at this confer- 
ence will be of such a nature that the 
meeting of the congress here next 
year will be the most important gath- 
ering of its kind ever held in the his- 
tory of the entire country.

nopolies. We favor Such’ separate 
classification of unions, associations, 
monopolies and trusts as shall abolish 
this pretense and shall establish real 
equality before the law. Where mo- 
we favor com- 
pete government regulation. Except 
as herein stated, we are opposed to 
any change in the laws against trusts 
and monopolies, until the people have 
regained control of government.” 


The Democratic Piatform,

BILL 10 CONTROL 
BENEHT SOCIETIES 


Mobile, Ala., September 26.—After a 


most spirited fight yesterday and to- 
day waged by commissioners from New 
York, Massachusetts, Louisiana and 
South Carolina opposing the measuru 
before the national insurance commis- 
sioners’ convenvion, the bill for regula- 
tion and control of all fraternal b@n- 
efit societies was passed this afternoon. 
The meeting was featured by spirited 
speeches and debates on the part of 
the two opposing sides. 

Commissioners Reaue Folk, of Ten- 
nessee, chairman of the fra.ernal in- 
surance committe, charged that New 
York and Massachusetts departments 
were endeavoring to destroy the fra- 
ternal systems and that would be the 
effect of the adoption of the minority 
report as signed by New York and 
Massachusetts representatives. This is 
the first time after fifteen years’ ef- 
fort that the N:. PF. H. and the A. F. A. 
and the insurance commissioners have 
been able to gete together in support 
of a Dill The bill as approved to- 
day contains all the provisfons agreed 
upon at a conference held between the 
insurance commissioners and fraternal 
organizations at New York last June. 
At the New York conference the mod- 
ern Woodmen of America put forward 
as a basis for legislation the princi- 
ples of valuation and publicity coupled 
with mandatory requirements that so- 
cleties showing impairment should be 
compelled to correct same, 

‘ Publicity Required. 

The bill provides for annual valua- 
tion for pubNcity requiring the soci- 
eties to annually give thelr members 
full information concerning their con- 
ditions. The standard valuation of the 
N. F. C. table and 4 per cent interest 
Siving the option to societies to value 
on thelr own experience, provided it 
exceeds twenty years and 100,000 lives, 

The bill further provides that after 
January 1, 1917, societies which, by 
valuation are shown to be impaired, 
must make a better mark triennially 
of at least 5 per cent of the total de- 
ficiency. 

The fight by the opposition was upon 

section 4, entitied “exemptions,” which 
read: 
“Except as herein provided, such so- 
cleties shall be governed by this act, 
and shall be exempt from all provi- 
sions of the insurance laws of this 
state, but for every other purpose, and 
no law hereafter enacted shall apply 
to them unless they be expressly des- 
ignated therein.” 

The casualty and accident insur- 
ance companies of the southern states 
completed organizing here this morn- 


ing. 

Resctutions adopted recognize the 
necessity of giving as geet contracts 
and as large benefits for same pre- 
miums as other companies, to make

being steady at a net gain of 1@19 
points. Near positions were relatively 
Quiet and easy, as most of the fresh 
business is going into later months. 

The market opened firm with Sep- 
tember unchanged, ahd other months 
4 to 11 points higher on better ca- 
bles, further unfavorable new crop ad- 
vices, and a renewal of yesterday's 
buying movement. Realizing was very 
heavy from the start, but made little 
impression, owing to a constantly 
broadening volume of outside buying, 
Wall street support and the continued 
demand from western sources. Near 
months received comparatively little 
support and failed to fully follow the 
advance in the later positions, but it 
Was not until the winter and spring 
months were 27 to 28 points net high- 
ér that selling became heavy éenougn 
to cause any reaction of consequence. 
Even then offerings were very well 
absorbed until reports reached the 
trade from Liverpool that a lock 
would be declared in Lancashire On 
Saturday which will throw at ieast 
10,000 people out of employment. The 
trade has been partially prepared for 
some such announcement and there is 
still some inclination to believe that a 
Settlement may be reached between 
now and Friday night, but thé circu- 
lation of the report encouraged oper- 
ations for a reaction, and promoted 
realizing to an extent which caused a 
setback of 12 to 15 points from the 
top.

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'RAISING OF RATES 


IN THE MONEY MARKETS 
Stock Market Affected by It. 
Reading 


Movvement of 


Was Checked. 


New York, September 23.—-The 
world’s money markets responded 
again today to the strain of prepara- 
tions for the coming Gctober settie- 
ments. The pfivate discount rate was 
higher in London, Berlin and Paris 
and the reaslting demand for remft- 
tance from New York caused a respon- 
sive advance in the foreign exchange 
rate here. The rise in the London 
mAiscount rate was sharp and gave 
point to the prediction that the ex- 
pected advance in the official discount 
rate of the Bank of England tomor- 
row would be a full one: per cent in- 
stead of % per cent, establishing a 4 
per cent basis. The call. money rate 
in New York was held at 2% per cent, 
and above, marking the highest rate 
since the last week in July. The com- 
ing disbursement of §$170,000,000 in 
New York for dividends and interest 
necessitated * some preparation by 
shifting of accounts and this is ex- 
pected to be of only temporary effect, 
to be followed by the return of the 
sums disbursed, either by redeposit 
or by investment purchases. The bet- 
ter tone of the recent bond market is 
ascribed to investment demand partly 
on that account. 

Besides this temporary pressure on 
the money market it is evident that 
interior demand for crop moving pur- 
poses is not yet filled. Today $900,- 
000 in gold was withdrawn from the 
subtreasury for shipment to Canada. 
The subtreasury account shows a bal- 
ance against the banks for the week 
already of $5,464,000 and that insti- 
tution had a credit balance at the 
clearing house today of $434,706, fore- 
shadowing a considerably larger cash 
loss by the banks tomorrow. The ac- 
tual surplus reserve of the banks on 
Saturday having stood at but $17,- 
577,000, the necessity follows’ the 
shifting of credits. The details of 
the national bank returns to the comp- 
troller for September 1 make it evi- 
dent that requirements for crop mov- 
ing must be met by the central re- 
serve banks, the county banks being 
loaned up to near the limit of avail- 
ble resources. 

The restraint on the speculation ex- 
ercised by the stiffening of the money 
market was emphasized by check to 
the movement in Reading. That stock 
still absorbed a large proportion of 
the aggregate dealings of profits on 
the recent advance. The failure of 
confirmation of reports which helped 
the advance left the stock vulnerable 
to the effect of the realizing, Its 
range was narrowed, but the whole 
list moved in close sympathy with it. 

The belief that a substantial ab- 
sorption of bonds by investors, espe- 
cially by institutions, had been ac- 
complished in the recent past had an 
encouraging effect on financial senti- 
ment, The revival of such demand 
and its restoration to effective pro- 
portions is regarded as a necessary 
preliminary to amy substantial recu- 
peration of stock market values or to 
any widespread participation in stock 
market operations.

Chicago, September 38.—Short sellers 
of wheat overreached themselves to- 
day. Offerings turned out to be too 
free, although mews was decidedly 
bearish, foreign conditiong in particu- 
lar. The result wag that purehases to 
cover sales pushed prices up, and the 
close was at a net advance of \%c [to 
%@%c. Final quotations of corn were 
@ shade to %@%c down; Oats un- 
changed to a sixteenth off, and pro- 
visions the same as iast night to 30c 
below. Wheat closed on a rally and at 
almost the best prices of the session. 

On the start of trading large proffers 
from Russia and the Argentine at 
lower prices affected European mar- 
kets bearishly and indirectly -influ- 
enceg Chicago. Primary receipts show- 
ed a decrease, but shipments from pri- 
mary markets continued low in the 
extreme. In this conmection it was 
noted that Minneapolis wheat stocks 
rose 715,000 bushels in four days, com- 
pared with a gain of 176,000 bushels a 
year ago. Flour business there was re- 
ported poor. Manitoba exporters sent 
word that best bids from across the 
sea were 2@8c under workable limits. 
In like manner no trace could be found 
of any dealings in this country with 
foreign buyers. Indeed, as far as Chi- 
cago was concerned, operations today 
were almost entirely local. December 
ranged from 97% @98%c, and closed 
firm %c to %@%c up at 98% @98%c. 

The escape of the corn crop from 
the frost, officially scheduled for last 
night, led to unloading of scattered 
lines of that grain. On the ensuing 
decline, however, large shorts covered 
and much of the loss in prices disap- 

serer December sold from 60%@ 

0%c, closing steady, a shade off at 
60% @50%c. Cash corn was weak. No. 
2 yellow closed at 52% @52%c. 

Oats followed other grain, opening 
weak, but recovering when shorts be- 
came buyers. December fluctuations 
were between 33%c to 33% @33%¢, 
with the finish at the last named quo- 
tation and no different from last night 

Because of the weakness in wheat, 
and on account of the crop prospect 
for corn, provisions declined. Latest 
figures were 17% @30c cheaper for 
pork; unchanged to 20c lower for lard, 
and 10@15e down for ribs.
